The National Gallery — of Vic- 
toria, Melbourne, is to be con- 
gratulated on ‘its.acquisition by 
the Felton Bequests, through Mr. 
Frank Rinder from Messrs 
Knoedler, of. Tintoretto’s po 
‘trait ‘of “Doge Pietro Toredano,” 
which is being exhibited on loan 
in the big Venetian room at the 
National Gallery. ‘This picture 
wag painted about 1567, when 
Tintoretto was 50 and the sub- 


‘1 ject about 86. It is the painting 


from life on which was probably 
based a second picture.’ of the 
Doge by Tintoretto on the wall 
of the Senate Chamber | in the 
Dueal Palace, representing him 
kneeling. imploring the-aid of the 
Virgin in Glory.
